In discussing Canadian industrial conditions at the an- 
nual meeting of the Montreal branch of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association, Howard Murray, the retiring chairman 
of the branch, laid emphasis upon the fact “that in the near 
future new markets must be looked for in foreign countries, 
many of our Canadian industries having now been brought up 
to an output equal, or perhaps more than equal to the demand 
in the Dominion.” As a matter of fact, some Canadian manu- 
facturers have already sought and found wider markets in 
foreign countries. The millers and the makers of farm 
machinery, for example, sell‘their products in outside markets 
and, incidentally, sell them abroad more cheaply than to the 
Canadian consumer, 

Mr. Murray’s declaration that ‘new markets must be 
looked for in foreign countries” coupled with the fact that 
Canadian manufacturers already compete successfully in the 
“home markets’’ of other countries sometimes in the face of 
high tariffs—makes it clear enough that Canadian industries 
no longer need the tariff protection given them under our fiscal 
laws. Industries which are looking for new markets abroad 
hecause they have become so large and so prosperous that 
they can more than supply the Canadian market cannot stand 
in need of tariff favors at home. To continue high tariff 
protection to them under these circumstances is simply to 
enrich them greatly and unfairly at the expense of the Cana- 
dian people since the amount of the duty levied upon foreign 
manufacturers is added to the price demanded of the Cana- 
dian consumer by the Canadian manufacturer, 

It may also be noted that the manufacturers who claim 
the necessity of wider markets for themselves and_ their 
associates in order that they may profitably dispose of their 
surplus product are the same manufacturers who in 1911 de- 
nounced as foolish and disloyal the demand of the Canadian 
farmers and fishermen and lumbermen for wider markets for 
the natural products of the Dominion. Though*they were 
then unwilling to allow these men-the advantage of larger 
markets under the Reciprocity Agreement proposed by the 
liberals the manufacturers are now urging greater markets for 
the product of their factories. No one will question the wis- 
dom of this latest move on the part of the manufacturers, 
though it will give new force to the condemnation passed upon 
them for their attitude in 1911, 

So far as the liberal party is concerned it will give sup- 
port to the plan of widening the markets for our industrial 
products. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his followers believe in 
wider markets for all Canadians, for the manufacturers as 
well as tor the farmer and the lumbermen and the fishermen,

Deficit of $103,000 in Tele- 
phone Department Off in 
Two Years, 


HOUSE PHONES EXEMPT 
FROM INCREASED RATES 


United Collieries Refused Per- 
mission to Install Power 
Plant, 


The proposed water rate schedule, the 
partial change of telephone rates and 
the refusal of permission for the pre- 
sent at least, to the United Colleries 
company to install a power plant; 
were recommended by Aldermen East, 
Clarke and Kinney, the only members 
of thé operation committee present at 
this morning’s meeting. Under the 
new water schedule a deposit for 
meters is necessary for those consum- 
ers who do not own the property to 
be supplied. No meter rent will be 
charged. Up to 800 cubic feet 25 cents 
a hundred will be charged with a mini- 
mum charge per month of $1, The 
scale decreases until at 48,000 cubic 
feet and upwards consumed the charge 
is 10 cents a hundred with a minimum 
charge of $50.60, Under the old rate 
the charge to 1,700 cubic feet consum- 
ed is 25 cents a hundred with a mint- 
mum charge of $1, and is gradually re- 
duced to 6 cents a hundred for 200,000 
cubic feet and upwards consumed with 
a minimum charge of $125 a month. 
The Watermen’s association rate under 
the old schedule {s 10 cents a hundred 
cubic feet. Under the new schedule 
this would be increased to 16 cents 
a hundred It is believed that with the 
introduction of the proposed rate the 
water plant can be placed on a paying 
basis. There was little debate as to the 
advisibility of adopting the achedule. 

Under the new telephone schedulo as 
recommended by the committoe there 
will be an increase in the rate of busi- 
ness instruments of $15 per annum. 
The present rate for wall business 
telephones is $30 a year and for desk 
instruments $38 «a year, Under the 
new rate the charge will be $45 and 
$48 a year. It was proposed to increase 
the residence rate from $20 for wall 
instruments to $24 and from $23 for 
desk instruments to $27 per annum. 
Alderman Clarke, who vigorously op- 
posed this phase of the proposed meas- 
ure believed, however, that with a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
telephones in use the deficit of nearly 
$108,000 could be inade up within two 
years without this increase of residence 
rates. 

The discussion of the telephone rated 
occupied most of the morning. Alder- 
man East backed Superintendent Cald- 
well in his request for an increase in 
rates on both butiness and residgnca 
telephones and when Alderman Kinney 
seconded Mr. Clarke's motion to leavt 
the present residence rate in action 
with the proviso that enough tele: 
phones be installed within a reasonable 
length of time to make the present 
rate practical, he went on record as 
opposing the motion 
Even with the increase in rates 
there is not a telephone system in exs 
istance that has an equal number of 
instruments in use and as efficient 
service, where the rates are not higher 
in a marked degree,” he declared “It 
is not good policy to make a rate that 
will not abolish the deficit within a 
period of two years and I am ready to 
support any measure that will remove 
the deficit It is extremely probable 
that the subscribers will object to any 
raise in rates and if a raise of any 
kind is necessary I favor one that is 
bound to remove the deficit from the 
books within two years” 

Aldermen Clarke and Kinney were 
of the opinion that an Increase of re- 
sidence rates was unnecessary at the 
present time and by a vote of two to 
one the Clarke recommendation was 
carried. 

Commission Chalmers introduced 
the proposal of the United Colleries 
company of Winnipeg to install a 
power plant at the lignite mines to con- 
vey power to the city, supposedly at a 
less cost than the city plant can pro- 
duce it. He was of the opinion that 
the proposition is impractical at the 
present time and declared that within 
from 12 to 18 months the city plant 
will be able to produce power at from

Some Men Unsuitable. 

From time to time some men who 
were found to be incapable of giving 
a fair return for thelr waxes have been 
sent about thelr business. This pro- 
portion of the men applying for this 
kind of work was not large. 

Mr. Davidson is considering a plan 
of Co-operative gardening among the! 
working men In varlous parts of the | 
city. In some districts where working 
men's houses are crowded pretty close- 
ly together there is not much room 
for gardening on their lots, and some 
do not perhaps make as good use of 
thelr opportunities in this direction 
as they might. Mr, Davidson thinks it 
would be a good plan If five-acre 
plots could be secured jn such local- 
ities, the land to be ploughed and 
fenced this fall and plots in the garden 
allotted to various working men who 
were willing to cultivate !t 

Foster Community Spirit. 

Under this system the garden could 
be cultivated economicully by the men 
after thelr working hours, and In this 
way they would be able to grow all 
the vegetables they would require for 
winter use, These gardens would help 
to foster a community spirit and would 
improve the appearance of the locality, 
as well as being a considerable adyan- 
tage to the men and their familles, A 
nominal charge to assist in paying the 
cost of ploughing and fencing would 
be made to the men desiring to take 
a plot In the garden. 

Mr. Davidson said the vegetable 
gardening plan had not found employ- 
ment for as many men as they hoped 
it would, owing to the difficulty of 
supervisicn. It would be impossible to 
cultivate scattered lots in various parts 
of the city, except by leaving the men 
to do the work on thelr own respon- 
sibility and Initiative.
